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As no doubt most of you will be aware the movement and animal 
abusers in general have all been given a jolt by the new group called 
The Justice Department. Unlike other organisations we will not ignore 
such events which bring fundamental change to the entire way we 
perceive the movement. In the following pages you will find as much 
hard information on the recent events as will be found anywhere and 
our clear policy on how we will be responding to them. Whether we 
agree or not with the Justice Departments actions is irrelevant, it looks 
as if they are here to stay and we hope that the movement as a whole 
will use the pages of our newsletter to debate the changes they bring. 

On the prisoner front things have has their ups and downs. Clare Rush 
has been released, as has Matthew Welsh. One of the McLibel 
defendants Helen Steel went in and came out between newsletters for 
non-payment of fines. Mark Power, who was sentenced to 4 years in 
1992, has requested to be put back on the prisoner list, and a 
completely new prisoner joined the ranks of the incarcerated. Anthony 
Miller has already served over 3 years in an American jail before we 
heard of him (much to our horror) for the ‘crime’ of saving 250 horses 
from slaughter. His outrageous sentence makes him not only the 
prisoner with the longest sentence inside but also the only one outside 
of England. For both these reasons he needs all the support we can 
give. 

Other prisoner news is that Viv Smith has had her appeal against 
length of sentence refused and John Marnell has been moved from 
Haverigg. For personal reasons John has requested that his address is 
not listed but will continue to receive all other forms of support from 
the SG. 

The SG has been contacted by a number of non-animal rights 
prisoners who are either Vegan or Veggie asking for pen-friends. If 
anyone wishes to write to them please send us your address and we 
will send you a list. 

On the following pages you will read an article from the last SARP 
editors, at the end of which they state that the address of SARP is still 
open for correspondence etc We would like to point out that as SARP 
no longer produces a newsletter that it is best to write to us with news 
of prisoners or preferably ring the ALF Press Office with any news. 

No new merchandise with this newsletter as we will be saving our 
new money making items for World Day. This issue is the largest ever 
of recent years, not only due to recent events but also to the response 
we have received. Unlike other organisations we will print what you 
write (within limits) so send it in. Next issue of the newsletter will be 
out on or before World Day and the deadline for any submissions is 
March 15th. Someone must have something to say about the Justice 
Department surely! 


Deterrent 


Some comments on the sentencing at Man- 
chester by Max Watson. 

Brief Background: 

After a multi-million pound police operation 
and a financially huge and lengthy sequence of 
legal events, it all came to a head on 25th 
October (that’s not to mention that we’ve all 
spent over 2 years on bail with strict conditions 
- 8pm to 7am etc, in anticipation of sentenc- 
ing). 

Out of 10 people originally charged with a big 
conspiracy to cause damage in the Northwest, 
only 5 of us were now going to prison on even 
lesser charges. This was the moment we’d 

waited for how long were we going to 

prison for? 

Judge’s Speech: 

First of all, though, we had to listen to the 
judge giving us a little lecture and speech. He 
was very predictable, talking of “single issue 
fanaticism” and “extremists” and the usual 
cliches. He pinned the blame on most of us 
being in the dock on Keith Mann; which was 
the judge using his opportunity to patronise us 
and also indicate that Keith was guilty of 
inciting others to commit criminal damage (one 
of Keith’s many charges). Keith Mann escaped 
from custody earlier this year, much to the 
system’s annoyance. The judge made it per- 
fectly clear he hates Keith and will slam him 
when or if he turns up (stay free, Keith). 

The judge talked of Keith’s lack of conscience 
for having delivered us ail into this situation, 
which is quite odd because thanks to Keith 
escaping the prosecution had no evidence with 


which to continue the large conspiracy against 

us! 

The judge also talked of the “Quirk” in the law 
which allowed Rhian Hopkin to escape 'proper 
justice’ - she could not be sent to prison 
because the amount of damage she had been 
found guilty of causing at a battery farm had 
been below two thousand pounds - which 
carries a maximum three months sentence. 
Rhian had already served double that time on 
remand. This annoyed the judge immensely. 
Probably the strongest point he made was about 
deterrent sentencing. We were being sent to 
prison for a length of time that would represent 
a factor to stop other people considering such 
'crimes’, as much as a punishment for the 
damage caused and as individuals responsible. 

The Actual Sentencing: 

We were all asked to stand up and he 
proceeded to sentence us. 

Terry Helsby 3 years for conspiracy to cause 
£21,000 damage at a zoo, plus 6 months for 
damage to butchers’ windows in Liverpool 
using catapults and marbles. 

John Marnell & myself 3 years each for 
conspiracy to cause £15,000 damage to 27 
butchers’ windows in one night in Manchester 
using catapults and marbles. 

Clare Rush 2 years for the conspiracy with 
John and myself. 

Allison McKeon 2 years for aiding and 
abetting the damage at the zoo. 
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Reaction: 

These sentences are shocking, even within 
typical Animal Liberation cases, especially 
considering all 5 of us entered “guilty” pleas 
(which is supposed to be taken into considera- 
tion, knocking 1/3 off sentences), and the 
length of time we spent on strict bail. 

They are yet more shocking in the cases of 
Allison and Clare. Neither of them had any 
previous convictions. Allison only admitted to 
hiring a van to be used in the Zoo raid, with no 
further involvement. The police did not dispute 
this position and the Probation Service recom- 
mended community service. Simply hiring a 
van has never, ever meant a 2 year sentence. 

There Is No Compassion in the System: 

With Clare we were extremely shocked, be- 
cause since being arrested in 1991, Clare had 
become pregnant and we both became parents 
in July 1992, to Daniel. As a lot of people 
know, Clare is a dedicated mother who 
couldn’t possibly have done more for Daniel 
(speaking as 1 do from a biased viewpoint). My 
parents have got Daniel and we owe them a lot 
for it. What sort of person sends both parents to 
prison for what was an act of compassion? It 
gets worse - Daniel had bad gastric flu the 
week before sentencing, spending 7 days in 
hospital, the first 5 of those on a drip. Clare 
stayed every day and night with him. Daniel 
was discharged on the Friday, 2 days before 
sentencing. I hope you all feel as outraged as 
we do. 

What Can Be Learnt From This? 

Our case was quite exceptional, so we had been 
dealt with particularly severely: the judge had 
to compensate for the millions of pounds spent 
on investigation and legal procedures. If Keith 
hadn’t escaped (making most evidence inad- 
missible, because it related to him) then it 
would probably have been the largest Animal 
Liberation trial yet. The most important lessons 
to learn are: be careful; remember the system 
has virtually unlimited resources; expect no 
favours. 


Police Information and Intelligence: 

The most significant single factor in the judge’s 
mind when dishing out these long sentences 
was probably the issue of “unused evidence”. 
Since the Judith Ward case, where a huge 
miscarriage of justice took place (a woman 
who spent 18 years in prison for something she 
didn’t do), all the evidence police gather in an 
investigation has to be passed on to the Crown 
Prosecution Service (CPS). Previously, the 
police would hold back any evidence they 
thought may work against their interests (i.e. 
anything suggesting a defendant was innocent). 
Anything the CPS obtains from the police must 
be passed on to the defence, whether or not it is 
being used in evidence against them. That is 
the theory. In practice, we were told that the 
CPS would not supply us with the vast majority 
of “unused evidence” due to Public Interest 
Immunity, which included about half a dozen 
categories like: revealing police surveillance 
techniques, police equipment and names of 
police informers, amongst other sensitive is- 
sues. 

For instance, when we were issued with our 
police files, they were edited, with most of the 
information blacked out. It was announced that 
they had 50,000 pages of information stored on 
the computer in Manchester which they didn’t 
wish to reveal under Public Interest Immunity! 
The Animal Rights National Index (ARNI), set 
up in 1 986 to combat Direct Action for Animal 
Liberation, has information on over 20,000 
people on a few million pages on their 
computer in New Scotland Yard - the police 
themselves said the amount was so huge they 
could not specify the exact number. 

To argue about this “unused evidence” on files 
and whether or not it should be disclosed to us, 
the Crown Prosecutor, Kevin Goodwin, sat 
down in London with the judge and explained 
why he and the police did not wish to reveal 
the information to us, running through it all in 
broad categories; probably pointing out what he 
thought were “juicy” pieces of information that 
would persuade the judge we were all lunatics. 
The police could have fabricated anything that 
would be shown to the judge (for example, 2 
people overheard discussing the murder of a 
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vivisector using a sensitive piece of police 
bugging equipment) to bias him. 

After having seen all this evidence in London, 
the judge made a ruling that we should not be 
allowed to view a single piece of the unused 
“evidence”. The judge was rumoured to have 
been shocked at what he saw during those few 
weeks - enough so that it was probably the 
most devastating force in his mind when it 
came to handing out the lengthy sentences!! 
We were, in practice, sentenced on evidence 
that only the police, prosecutor and judge saw. 
And they say we conspired!?! 

Where Do We Go From Here? 

Even our Barristers were surprised at the 
sentencing. We are making applications for 
appeal on sentence. 1 expect nothing after the 
build up of this case. Judge Alliot is an appeal 
judge himself, working in the High Courts in 
London. He will have checked it out with his 
mates, who will not overturn a “respected” 
colleagues sentence! 

We’re Stronger, not Weaker! 

The Judge’s intention was obviously to shock 
and deter the whole Animal Liberation Move- 
ment from taking up the Direct Action struggle. 
I hope that by doing what he has done, people 
are angrier and stronger, not weaker and 
scared. I’m in a prison cell, so I can’t pick up 
bolt croppers but I can still use my biro. Surely 
it is them who are on the run, not us. They are 
resorting to yet more cruel acts by imprisoning 
those who try to destroy other’s prisons. The 
effect of the “crimes” we pleaded “guilty” to 
must be even more powerful than we thought, 
if they are this scared. One more active person 
and one more action brings Animal Liberation 
that much closer to reality. Let’s all reach out 
and grasp success - 1 wouldn’t be in a prison 
cell and wouldn’t have gone through all the 
stress if I didn’t think it was important enough! 

And There’s More! 

On 10th December Clare Rush appeared at the 
Court of Appeal in London. After the usual 
legal ramblings the 3 senior judges, who had 
listened to Clare’s excellent case for reduction 
in sentence, came back and shocked us all: her 


2 years were reduced to 21 months suspended 
for two years. She was released after collecting 
her property from the cells! What a result!! 
That makes only four people in prison now 
from the Manchester case! The usual obsessive 
prosecution team (the prosecutor Goodwin and 
several Manchester police) were also present at 
the appeal: all suddenly congratulating the 
defence, as “it was the right result”! If they’ve 
all remarkably developed consciences perhaps 
they’d consider releasing those of us still in 
prison and offering an amnesty for Keith and 
John! 

Clare and our son are re-united and can now 
start to live a less strained life now that bail 
and custody are out of the way. I have been 
fortunate enough to see both Clare and Daniel 
on 2 visits now, which I’m sure all of you can 
imagine was pretty amazing! 

Clare being released does NOT, however, mean 
that I am any less cynical about our justice 
system. The only reason Clare was released 
was because the case put forward on her behalf 
was extremely strong and obviously excep- 
tional. A few days after this good news I heard 
the sad news about Viv Smith's appeal failing 
in London. I also think about all the other 
Animal Liberation activists who are, or have 
been locked up. Then there are all the innocent 
people behind bars (for instance, the men 
STILL in prison for the Carl Bridgewater 
murder), or positive political prisoners, etc. 
Their fight is our fight. As for all the countless 
numbers of animals suffering as we read this. 
Let’s hope there is light at the end of the 
tunnel! Even the traumatic separation of Clare 
and Daniel is relatively minor compared to that 
of a cow and her calf. At least we can live 
most of our lives with Daniel and had him 
breast-fed etc. Maybe one day the “liberation” 
Clare had from her prison will be experienced 
by all other prisoners of all species. One thing 
is for sure; it will not be the Court of Appeal 
fighting the struggle!

Terry Helsby has had his outstanding charges ‘left on file’, which should mean that he will hear 
no more about them. Originally it was thought that Terry would be moved from HMP Risley, but 
it now seems that he will stay there for the foreseeable future as only inmates doing three years 
or less can go to Haverigg. His two other male co-defendants were sent to HMP Haverigg and 
although Terry has requested a transfer he was turned down. 



After the last newsletter which was printed 
shortly after the finish of the Manchester 
Conspiracy case we received the information 
from a reliable source that the following note 
was sent to all police forces: 

“Seven ALF members found guilty are to be 
sentenced at Manchester for offences in 1991 
relating to Northern England. The seven are 
appearing on 25-10-93. 

As a result of this all forces have been warned 
to expect an increase in ALF activities and are 
to pay particular attention to the usual ALF 
targets.” 

By this we must be led to believe that even the 
police do not believe in ‘deterrence sentencing’ 
and that they must have fairly regular units 
engaged on the lookout for ALF activists and 
actions. Which begs the question why look 
actively to imprison ALF activists when by 
their own admission this will bring about yet 
more actions? 

We have since received the following two 
communiques both of which are reproduced in 
full: 


“On the day of Terrys (Helsby) trial, simultane- 
ous attacks were launched in the West London 
and Worthing areas by three separate ALF 
cells, one cell alone smashing 13 windows 
(mainly butchers and bookies shops) in the 
Ealing, Hanwell, Perivale & Northfields areas. 

Watch this space.

This press release is as much a warning as it is 
an informative message to you all. 

Recently one of our fellow activists, was 
sentenced at a Manchester court for three and a 
half years prison for rescuing two polecats. 

Even some child abusers do not receive as 
harsh a sentence as this, recently a farmer 
convicted of over 100 offences of animal abuse 
only received 3 months prison. This is also the 
standard sentence badger baiters receive. 


We wish to inform everyone, that in the North 
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West London area alone we have 30 activists committed to direct action by any means necessary, 
this involves the use of incendiaries, arson, smashing shop windows, gluing locks, graffiti and 
painting stripping. This will be directed towards labs, cancer research shops, butchers, betting 
shops, battery farms, chemists. Mill Hill medical research lab and Rentokil to name but a few. In 
fact anyone and everybody involved in the sordid business of animal abuse even at the level of 
displaying circus posters will receive our attention, in the form of direct action. We are now in 
the possession of a large dossier of names, addresses and phone numbers of local people involved 
in animal abuse business, these include people involved in dog fighting, badger baiting, 
vivisection, slaughter houses and hunting to name but a few. 

As a show of solidarity for our fellow activists (most serving long prison sentences) and as a 
show of defiance to the authorities we are now stepping up our campaign and none of us will be 
deterred by long sentences. This is just the start of an increased intensive campaign. 

The farmer mentioned in this press release is called Colin French, since his release from prison 
he has recently received a letter bomb. The activist recently sentenced to three and a half years in 
prison is Terry Helsby. Recent actions taken have been, arson attacks on the Rentokil offices at 
Park Royal and also Paines frozen meats in Rayners Lane had one of its vehicles burnt out. 

WEST LONDON ALF

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Shortly after publication of the last newsletter 
we were informed that there is a long term 
animal rights prisoner in America. His name 
is Anthony Miller and he was sentenced to 
TEN years in 1990. This makes his the equal 
longest sentence with Ronnie Lee’s ten years, 
but it is to be remembered that was Ronnie’s 
third sentence. Anthony’s crime was releasing 
250 wild horses captured by the Federal and 
State governments in June 1990, that’s 14.6 
days per horses life. There were also charges 
relating to the destruction of vehicles the 
Government used to transport the horses but 
these were dropped due to plea bargaining. 
He originally faced up to 130 years imprison- 
ment. The Federal Government dropped the 
charges only to have the State of New Mexico 
pick them up. In his summing up the judge 
called Anthony a “one man demolition crew”. 
The state is still insisting that he grasses and 
gives them the names of those who helped but 
Anthony refuses. He has also been turned 
down for parole because he refuses to re- 
nounce his beliefs and therefore expects to 
serve 614 years which will take him into 1997. 
Anthony wrote in his letters that he has run 
out of funds so any financial help would be 
gratefully received. The SG will be sending 
him regular cheques but due to the extra cost 
of sending mail to England any extra would 
be of help.

We have arranged for £50 worth of art 
equipment, an Electric Typewriter and money 
to be sent to Anthony all of which he will 
hopefully have received and be using by the 
time this newsletter is printed. What follows 
are extracts of the letters sent by Anthony 
since we contacted him. 


I have just received your most welcome letter 
of support with newsletters. I have been 
basking in the new found knowledge and my 
hope has been rejuvenated, I feel very elated. 
Thank you ever so much for having made 
contact with me. My spirit has been uplifted by 
all the info 1 have received from you today. So 
much, that my thoughts of gratitude are racing 
with happiness. I have been having feelings of 
total isolation and depression lately as my 
support in America has been to say the least, 
very sparse. Please, by all means add my name 
to the list of prisoners for animal rights in your 
newsletter. 1 will answer all letters from those 
who write provided I can afford the postage. I 
have to pay for all my postage out of my prison 
funds as I am not permitted to have stamps for 
postage. 

Prison as a whole is such a strange society. I 
make 10c an hour... an average of $6.00 a 
month and exhaust all of my wages for 
mailouts I send to other prisoners, in short I am 
forever broke and financially embarrassed. 1 am 
currently in the negative with my prison 
account. Presently I am wrestling with the idea 
of selling my personal property to purchase a 
portable electric type-writer. My ancient elec- 
tric type-writer burnt out and 1 used it 
religiously to spread the news of animal 
liberation efforts through out the United States. 
In your letter to me, you asked me to feel free 
to ask for anything I need. Please, if anyone out 
there can send me a small portable electric 
typewriter and supplies for typing, I would be 
eternally grateful! Recently I received a letter 
from a supporter in Devon who has been very 
uplifting for me. I feel honoured to be able to 
write to ALF personally at this time. 

I can receive money from anyone if it is a 
money order or cashier cheque in dollars. Cash 
money has a tendency to disappear and create 
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conflict. You indicated in your letter that a sum 
of money would be sent from ALF in my 
upport, oh please let this be real. I know I 
sound overly elated - I am. I have been 
exhausting myself day and night to consume all 
of my time in the fight for liberation of 
animals. I write governing agencies in protest, 
as well as Federal agencies in protest of animal 
abusers. I also have a mailout list of 108 
individuals that I send a newsletter which I 
compile from within prison.. All of this I do 
from my own funds, but my funds ran out 3 
months ago and I’ve been struggling. Frustra- 
tion overwhelms me at times. I somehow 
manage to write an average of 150 letters a 
month in pen since my typewriter broke down.. 
By the way, the information you sent about Rik 
Scarce and Kim Trimview being released will 
be passed on in my newsletter, many will 
rejoice just as I have. 

five learned that Americans as a whole are very 
self centred in their affairs of self. Would you 
believe I’ve only received 3 responses from 
America after my letter in Earth First! newslet- 
ter. None of which gave me any real support. 
My intent was to generate enough revenue to 
replace my burnt out typewriter so that I could 
continue my newsletter to activists. Its focus 
was aimed at University students and student 
lobbyists at major Universities in America. 

I have 3!4 years left to do of my prison 
sentence. My parole was refused because the 
parole board stated that I wasn’t conforming to 
change for the crimes I am sentenced for, 
because I continue to write a newsletter for 
animal activists causes while in prison. Oh 
well, what can I say! I feel I would give up my 
pride and moral dignities if I were to surrender 
to the ill moralities of animal abusers and their 
laws. I don’t mind giving up my freedom for 
another 3!4 years, I’m going to keep on 
fighting for animal rights and continue to be a 
voice for the voiceless. It doesn’t matter if I’m 
free or in prison, everybody has a responsibility 
to the innocent animals. Prison is just a minor 
set back for me until I can be free to physically 
act against animal abuse. For now I do all I 
can, I try to make my confinement time work. I 


have written to everyone who’s wrote to me. 
Although 1 haven’t been able to mail the letters 
as of yet, but as soon as I have funds I will. 
Currently I am campaigning for animal rights 
in the state of New Mexico, the government of 
this state are trying to eliminate 30% of the Elk 
population because they (the scum) feel the Elk 
are eating on grazing land used for cattle 
production. Just think of how neurotic this is! 
Kill the wild defenceless Elk to raise defence- 
less cattle. Murderers, that’s what they are. I’ve 
been writing to local and state government 
agencies in protest and currently the slaughter 
of the Elk has been halted pending an 
investigation by a local news team. I can’t help 
but feel the numerous letters that myself and 
other loyal animal liberationists wrote is the 
thrust of the investigation. A bill of law is now 
in front of the legislature and I’ve been actively 
lobbying for support of the Elk. It looks like 
the slaughter has been stopped dead on its 
tracks. I’ll keep you posted on this in future 
letters. 

I do fine art drawings on high quality paper, 
recycled acid free, 90 weight paper, using 
technical drafting ink pens. Very detailed. 1 
then donate or sell my art and all profits go to 
animal liberation causes. Currently I have 
exhausted all of my art supplies, pens, paper 
and framing board I am in dire need. I sent 
money for support of Darren Thurston, made 
from my art, when he was heavily fined last 
September. 

Let me give you the prison guidelines for 
receiving material items. I can receive the 
following items but any items received must 
come direct from the store in its original 
packaging, also all items must accompany a 
store receipt of the item enclosed. I can receive 
packages from any store anywhere in the world 
as long as it has a receipt and the stores address 
on the package. The following items are 
allowed: Electric typewriter, stationary, art 
paper, pens, pencils, erasers. Clothing (sweat- 
shirts, tennis shoes, sweat pants, socks, under- 
wear, bath robes) but no logos are allowed on 
the clothing. AM/FM stereo tape player combi- 
nation only (speakers must be non-detachable. 
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Head phones, television (no larger then 1 3” and 
remote controls are allowed). Acoustic guitars, 
cassette tapes (direct from store), books (from 
store), posters and any magazines. As 1 said we 
cannot have T-shirt’s with logos on so no 
activist clothing with radical slogans but my 
cell is filled with activist posters. In fact I am 
very interested in your posters also the Christ- 
mas cards are right on the mark. 


in 1997. All sentences running concurrent. In 
addition I was forced to surrender a $140,000 
tractor (semi-truck) and horse trailer to the 
federal government because I used my personal 
vehicle in the commission of a felony crime. 
Big Whoop De Do!! They no longer have the 
Wild horse program in New Mexico or for that 
matter anywhere in the US anymore. So to me 
its been well worth it. 


My ten year sentence was and is considered a 
stiff penalty by many. The bulk of my sentence 
derives from my total uncooperation with law 
enforcement authorities. 1 was given 6-10 years 
for interstate transportation of stolen govern- 
ment horses, 6 years for criminal felony 
mischief because I released the horses on open 
range, 5 years for interfering in a state federally 
funded program for the New Mexico Game and 
Park Commission and fined a total of $2765 for 
court costs to be paid 90 days after my release 


Thank you ever so much for your support so 
far, my wife and family dismissed me over the 
years and if it wasn’t for people like your- 
selves, the fight for animal liberation would be 
more unbearable. My wife divorced me even 
before I was sentenced, she felt 1 was crazy for 
what I had done in freeing the New Mexico 
Wild Horses. So now 1 am free to devote my 
remaining life to the liberation of animals. My 
goal is to some day open up an animal refuge 
for the care of animals. With the support the 
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ALF SG has shown me in today’s letter I can 
now find the hope and extra strength renewed 
in my spirit. You have helped me immensely 
already. Now we have our animal friends who 
like wise need our help and combined brother- 
hood. The fight for animal liberation will never 
fade or grow dim in my soul as I have the 
support such as the ALF SG has shown. 

The response of letters from England have been 
very uplifting, both emotionally and psycho- 
logically. 1 want to say how much the letters 
from ALF SG members mean to me. At one 
time I felt desperately alone in this prison as 
prisoners do not receive support from Ameri- 
cans as one would expect. Or perhaps it is just 
that I haven’t been in contact with people who 
believe and feel as strongly about animal 
rights, until I came into the graces of the ALF 
SG. 

I have been trying to reply to the many 
welcome letters from the British Supporters 
Group. I had heard of the ALF in America 
previously, but was told from outsiders that the 
American ALF had disbanded. 1 wasn’t even 
aware that ALF existed in England. But all that 
is behind me now, I am pleased that the British 
ALF SG contacted me. My life has taken a 
definite up beat for the better since the first day 
1 received a packet of news letters and an 
invitation for support from the ALF. My days 
are once again filled with hope and gratitude 
where once they were filled with frustration. 

Please let all the fine people in the British ALF 
SG know that I will reply to all their letters 
eventually. It is refreshing to know that there 
are others who feel as strongly as I do about 
animal rights and the liberation of animals from 
abusers. I really have been at the bottom of the 
barrel a few times since my prison ordeal 
began, but I’ve never once complained about 
my sentence or the time I’m doing. I believe in 
my activists crimes are for a worthy cause and 
I will never believe different, today the horses 
roam free and wild, where they once were 
doomed for certain death and slaughter for pet 
food. 


I once faced 130 years if convicted to the 
fullest and I feel fortunate having only received 
6 to 10 years overall. I am the only known 
inmate in the New Mexico prison system doing 
time for freeing captive abused animals. Hav- 
ing received letters from similar like minded 
activist prisoners in England is refreshing to 
my self esteem. It is exciting to know that there 
are others who feel as strongly as I do and who 
have given up their freedom for animals. 
Recently I was asked if I would do it all over 
again, knowing what I know now and I didn’t 
hesitate to say YES, I would not hesitate to do 
it all over again. It’s time more people started 
taking notice of the injustices imposed on 
defenceless animals who suffer at human 
hands. I hold my head high with dignity and 
pride.

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Lies & Statistics 

A report on animal rights activists commissioned by the Unites States Congress reports that 
between 1977 there has been 313 'incidents’. Of these 63 (43%) have been against biomedical 
scientists, 48 fur retailers, 33 butchers, 28 against private research labs and the rest against 
various animal abuse industries and people. Since the 1980’s acts of ‘vandalism’ have sky 
rocketed with 26 of the ‘incidents’ causing severe property damage and several millions of dollars 
in repair bills, the most serious was at the University of California were in 1987 $4.5 million 
worth of damage was done. Most of the attacks were in California with 143 of the attacks, 
Maryland had 20, Pennsylvania, Florida and New York 16 each and North Carolina 11. Twenty 
nine states reported incidents. 

Of the 23 groups claiming responsibility the ALF has been responsible for most attacks, a figure 
being given as 60%. The attacks covered arson, the release of animals and bombings

The Swedish animal rights 
group called Djurens Hamnars 
(Animals Avengers) was cre- 
ated in the spring of 1993 On 
May 31st seven fur shops in 
Stockholm were repainted, in 
June another fur shop and a 
L'Oreal shop had the same 
treatment. In August butchers 
received the same treatment 
but a window was also 
smashed and in October on 
anti-MacDonalds day posters 
were suprerglued to MacDon- 
alds windows. 

On November the 8th the 
group liberated its first ani- 
mals, 9 guinea pigs and 2 
rabbits were taken from an 
animal breeder just outside 
Stockholm. The group is sepa- 
rate from the Swedish ALF 
but acknowledges contact with 
them and uses their press of- 
fice address.

In the middle of November 
Djurens Befrielse Front’s 
(Swedish ALF) press officer 
Emilie E:son was on trial 
charged with “Slight assault 
and battery” 

The incident took place in 
March at Sweden’s largest 
breeder of dogs for vivisection 
owned by Astra and Kabi 
Pharmacia, who breed 600 
dogs per year. A visit had 
been planned to take photo- 
graphs but on entering the 
breeding house a fight oc- 
curred with some members of 
the establishments staff. Ms 
Bente Nielsen took the press 
officers camera and tried to 
expose the film, in the ensuing 
fight Ms Nielsen was hit in the 
face and on the hand but 
managed to expose the film. 

Emilie was found guilty at the 
trial which took only two 
hours on the 25th November 
and was sentenced to a fine of 
£73.

On the 28th October two animal abusers were injured and given the shock of their pathetic lives 
when they opened parcel-bombs sent by us. We don’t need to explain why these two - Colin 
French, farm animal abuser, and Christopher Brown, laboratory cat supplier - were targeted, 
suffice it to say they cause animals to suffer great cruelty, and they deserve it. 

In spite of their relatively minor injuries they will now be very much aware we mean business 
and, were they not our ‘guinea pigs’ for the testing of our experimental devices, would have been 
more permanently physically injured. This will be the case next time. 

We’ve sat back for years and watched AR activists ask nicely for all the abuse to stop - the more 
daring risk their lives and liberty but still the unacceptable number of tortured animals keep 
rising. 

The torturers become more extreme; they attack and kill non-violent opponents too. All this 
without fear of retribution from the authorities and at worst damaged property c/o the ALF, which 
we wholeheartedly encourage. 

On November 15th two much more powerful devices were dispatched in search of Arlin Rickard 
BFSS p.r.o and George Murray, Cheshire Beagles hunt master and ‘Alan Summersgill benefit 
fund’ organiser. In the light of the recent parcel-bombs sent by the HRS to bloodsport fanatics 
most are aware of the threat and may well call the police upon receipt of parcels! Paranoia sets 
in! The lack of media hysteria suggests we didn’t get thru but we will. We only have to get lucky 
once 

We won’t be asking anyone to stop messing with animals and will make no excuses for our 
violent intervention - they’ve had it too good for too long. 


NO MORE TORTURE NO MORE LIES. 
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The Justice Department 


The Autumn 1993 issue of this newsletter 
carried a report headlined “ARM Returns?” 
which told of two letter bombs that had been 
received by animal abusers, Colin French and 
Christopher Brown. Subsequently two other 
devices were delivered, one to George Murray 
(Master of the Cheshire Beagles) and the other 
to Arlin Rickard (BFSS public relations officer 
of the west Country). Both the latter devices 
were defused by the bomb disposal squad. 

However, on 23rd November the ALF Press 
Office received a statement from a new 
grouping called “The Justice Department” 
which claimed responsibility for all the above 
devices. Accompanying the statements was a 
short video film showing the internal compo- 
nents and construction of one of the devices, its 
detonation and ensuing remains. It was origi- 
nally thought that an attempt had been made to 
erase the detonation sequence but technical 
opinion now points to the explosion affecting 
the camcorders operation. The actual statement 
is printed before this article in full. 

The next day saw the story given to the Daily 
Telegraph as an “exclusive” and a visit to 
BBC-TV East with the video and a copy of the 
statement. 

The Daily Telegraph was chosen as the 
newspaper which was thought most likely to go 
into the homes of prominent animal abusers 
and thus act as a “warning”. The story 
appeared in the first editions for 25th Novem- 
ber but was then pulled out. BBC-TV took a 
copy of the video and conducted an interview 
with Robin Webb. The copy video was not 
screened on “policy grounds” and the interview 


was not used either. The copy video was seized 
that evening (24th November) by four police 
officers... it must have been heavy viewing. 

During the 24th November another device 
arrived at Swalesmoor Mink Farm, near Hali- 
fax in Yorkshire, but was made safe by the 
bomb disposal squad. The next Tuesday, 30th 
November, a similar letter bomb turned up at 
the home of Haydon Noble of Noble Furs, 
Regent Street, London, and detonated. Noble is 
reported to have left hospital with heavily 
bandaged hands. There were reports that his 
three-year-old daughter had also received treat- 
ment for injuries but these were false. 

All the above devices were housed in VHS-size 
video cassette boxes and contained a contact 
which was broken when the case was opened, a 
Duracell battery, theatrical maroon (exploding 
firework, probably used as a detonator) and a 
compartment containing gun powder, fireworks, 
firelighters, glass, metal, etc. 

The next known device from the Justice 
Department arrived on the 21st and 22nd 
December and were all targeted at those in the 
some way involved in vivisection. A total of 13 
were sent but this time the housing was tubes 
about 2 feet long, each containing six hypoder- 
mic needles packed in with the explosive 
materials. The Justice Department claims that, 
although the needles were “clean”, AIDS was 
created in a laboratory and those involved in 
vivisection should pay with what they have 
created. The JD has stolen some infected blood 
from a laboratory and says that their latest 
action shows how easy it could have been to 
use it on the needles, which they may do in the

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future. 

Two of the poster-tube devices are known to 
have detonated at their targets. One for Peter 
Savage of Shamrock Farm fame which went off 
at Vet Diagnostics, Henfield, West Sussex, 
slightly injuring four people and the other at 
the Albury, Hertfordshire, home of Terry 
Hornett, manager of Glaxo’ s breeding centre, 
council member of the Institute of Animal 
Technicians and member of the RSPCA’s 
animal experimentation advisory body. 

The remaining devices were sent to Mark 
Matfield of the research Defence Society; 
Edwin Sutton of Hyline Rabbits; W.H. Mellor 
of H.G.Rabbitry; Harlan Porcellus which breeds 
guinea pigs at Cross-in-Hand in East Sussex; 
E D S. which publishes a directory of animal 
suppliers; Chas Gentry of Consort near Ross- 
on-Wye which breeds beagles; Phil Ruddock of 
WM Lillico and Son Ltd of Surrey who are 
feed suppliers; Louise Phillips of Selbome 
Biological Services in Hampshire which sup- 
plies cattle, sheep and “animal equipment”; 
D.Hall of Burton-on-Trent who breeds guinea 
pigs; Colin Blakemore of Oxford (who?) and 
F.E.L.A.S.A. of London (remember their con- 
ference in Brighton a few months ago?). All 
those devices were made safe by the bomb 
disposal squads. 

A third type of device, this time powerful 
timed incendiaries, were used in a series of 
attacks on Boots stores. The first one went off 
in Northampton, activating the sprinkler sys- 
tems thus flooding the building. The lower 
floor was closed until 11.30am on the 24th 
December with the ground floor remaining 
closed until 3.00pm. Poor old Sainsbury’s 
supermarket next door was also closed until 
1 1.30am. 

Tuesday 28th December saw a device discov- 
ered in a customer’s purchase from the 
Liskeard store. A call through a third party to 
the ALF press office the following afternoon 
warned that others were due to go off at 
5.00pm at Boots in Helston, Manchester, 
Bristol, Derby and Nottingham with a request 


that the authorities be informed. A device was 
detonated by the bomb disposal squad at 
Helston and it is assumed that the other claims 
caused great disruption. Boots are reported to 
have checked all 1,100 stores and stepped up 
security whilst issuing a warning that anyone 
buying hair care products during the preceding 
few days who were concerned should place 
them outside and call the police. 

The last communication from the Justice 
Department, received on 31st December, said 
that "...it hasn’t even started yet. Now is the 
time to give them everything you’ve got". 

The ALF Press Office policy is that whilst the 
ALF does not condone the use of such devices 
(parcel bombs) it fully understands the anger 
and frustration that would drive people to take 
more radical action of that type, perceiving that 
170 years of lawful campaigning has seen an 
increase in animal abuse that the early reform- 
ers could never have imagined. It reserves its 
condemnation for those who torture and kill 
countless hundreds of millions of innocent 
creatures each year. If people ceased abusing 
our brothers and sisters of other species then 
no-one would feel compelled to retaliate with 
such devices. Some local newspapers, notably a 
few “freebies”, have reported the Press office 
as criticising the use of incendiary devices. 
These are either misquotes, misunderstandings 
or just mischievous lies. Try counting the 
number of incendiaries the ALF has used over 
the years! Perhaps the most hurtful was the 
Northampton Mercury referring to the Animal 
Liberation Front as “an animal welfare or- 
ganisation ”... Watch this space for further de- 
velopments.

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Justice Department Statement 

In the preceding pages you will have read not only news of the Justice department but also its 
press statement printed in full. We are fully aware that it is likely that we will be the only animal 
rights organisation to print such a document and it is felt that this gives more reason that it should 
be printed. 

Over the years the ALF has been attacked verbally by many national societies with great 
vehemence and it is no surprise that the Justice Department has and will receive the same 
treatment. 


But were does the ALF Supporters Group stand on this new force in the movement? You will not 
be reading any ‘official’ statements condemning them because that is not our purpose. We 
understand only too well the horrors inflicted on animals which drives people to such drastic 
actions. Our compassion will rest with the animals and imprisoned activists, nowhere else. We 
will leave you free to make up your own minds after giving you the information. The question 
has to be asked; why do other animal rights societies not do the same? 


And if a member of the Justice Department is caught and imprisoned our policy is very clear. As 
we support all animal rights activists, whether imprisoned for ALF, hunt sabotage or other 
actions, so will we support them. That is the promise we made when we took over from SARP 


and it is one we will keep. 
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There has been a debate raging for many 
months now about grasses which seemed to 
have started off with a article by the ‘Urban 
Spaceman’ about a particular grass. His letter 
echoed, virtually word for word, allegations 
made by Stuart McCullough about me. 1 
believe that this article was the start of an 
attempt by him to get my support withdrawn 
(should I go to prison) by firstly labelling me a 
grass and secondly stopping me from discredit- 
ing him by forcing me to keep my mouth shut 
about his activities. (Now this plan has failed 
he has resorted to death threats, which 1 hasten 
to add are also not going to stop me). However, 

1 would like to put the record straight about 
what was said both in Castlereagh and in the 
letter, as there have been several comments in 
articles talking about the immense pressure of 
police interrogation and the extra pressures in 
Northern Ireland of prolonged custody, no 
solicitor and no right to silence. It seems that 
some people actually believe that I did ‘grass’. 
(I should point out that McCullough knows 
damn well that I don’t know anything about 
him that could get him convicted). Firstly, to 
set the scene, I was arrested at gun point by 8 
RUC men with machine guns and taken to 
Castlereagh. Castlereagh was designed to break 
terrorist suspects and every aspect of it and the 
regime inside it is designed to do just that, I 
don’t intend to go into any detail about this as 
it would take too long. I was questioned for 3 
and a half days on alternate hours from 9am to 
midnight. During those 3 and a half days I was 
fed on toast and tea and 1 was so ill that 1 saw 
the doctor 13 times. Most of the time I was 
verging on the edge of being delirious and did 
not even know what day it was. 1 was being 
questioned about a number of extremely serious 
offences and was under immense pressure to 
‘co-operate’. 

When I was asked if 1 knew McCullough, I 


said that I did, when asked why he had been 
kicked out of our group I said that it was 
because we felt that he was a bad influence. 
That is it, that is all 1 said about him despite 
the police pushing me to elaborate. Of course 
this is more than I needed to say, even under 
our lack of a right to silence there was no need 
for me to answer either question, but it was in 
no way incriminating, nor was it of any use to 
the police. The letter in question was one I had 
sent to Keith Mann. Keith had written to Stuart 
about August 92 at our PO Box, but didn’t 
know his second name. The letter was opened 
by another Stuart in the group by mistake, once 
we realised it was for McCullough we decided 
that I should write to Keith explaining the 
situation and saying that if he did want the 
letter forwarded to McCullough we would find 
some way of getting it to him. In order to 
sufficiently explain why McCullough had been 
kicked out 1 obviously needed to tell him some 
things about him. Firstly I stated that we knew 
he was a fascist, secondly I said that we had 
heard that he had some links with loyalist 
paramilitiries (this is not illegal, membership of 
the UDA was still legal at this point and having 
"links" with any group isn’t actually an 
offence), thirdly and finally it said that we find 
it rather strange that despite McCullough 
perfectly fitting the description given to the 
police (down to his first name and the area he 
lived) of a man who forced/pressured another 
member of our group to assist him in certain 
activities, for which she was arrested minutes 
after she parted his company, that he had never 
been questioned about it. I never suggested that 
we may have reason to believe that it was him, 
merely that one would assume that the police 
should have seen him as an obvious suspect 
and therefore questioned him. That is all that 
was said about him up to the date of my 
release. 
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However, there is significant evidence that the 
above incident was a set up made by McCul- 
lough, and that he has also been involved in a 
number of other activities not connected to 
animal rights, (or at least while some may 
appear to be animal rights, like the above, they 
have in fact an ulterior motive). I felt that these 
activities need to be exposed and will continue 
to do so, despite the fact that grasses here are 
usually shot. No information I have about him 
will be given to the police as I believe that they 
are well in with him and there is evidence that 
they are giving him information about members 
of the group. Although some AR people here 
feel that as he has now been exposed as a 
fascist and kicked out of the AR scene that he 
should now be ignored, I feel that there are 
other issues that are equally important (like 
human rights) and that all his activities need to 
be exposed. Just for the record as I know he’s 
reading this there is no point him threatening 
anyone else. I’m the one doing the talking, and 
by the way we have a very nice photo of him 
standing outside the Prudential in Ross-On- 
Wye selling NF News last August.

A lot has happened since the last issue, 
particularly the emergence of the Justice De- 
partment which is covered in detail elsewhere 
in this newsletter. It is quite clear to me that, 
far from setting the movement back so many 
years, this should be taken as a cry of anguish 
that 1 70 years of lawful campaigning has seen 
an increase in institutionalised animal abuse 
that the early reformers could not have imag- 
ined in their wildest nightmares. Even 20 years 
of ALF-style activity, whilst having notable 
successes, may have not achieved the speed of 
progress originally hoped for. Maybe “setting 
the movement back” is what is needed on 
behalf of out non-human brothers and sisters... 
in 1876 there were about 400 animal experi- 
ments each year; 50 years ago the horrors of 
factory farming were just beginning to spread; 
fish farming, drift netting, genetic engineering, 
embryo transfer, animals as organ banks for 
transplants., all these and more are recent 
phenomena. How can people say things have 
improved? Those of you who have heard my 
talks during the past year or so will know that I 
argue that there is not one single “animal 
welfare” act that is intended to protect the 
animals themselves. Each act in turn outlaws 
what the mass of the population Finds abso- 
lutely unacceptable whilst giving legal status to 
as much animal abuse as the establishment 
thinks it can get away with. My heart goes out 
to those who have been driven to take more 
radical action, my condemnation is reserved for 
those who torture and kill the innocent. 


GIVING CHRISTMAS THE BIRD 

A number of liberation actions were carried out 
to deprive festive families of their Christmas 
carcasses. 

One which, unfortunately, did not get the 
publicity it deserved was carried out during the 
early hours of Sunday 2 1 st November at Laurel 
Farm, Yatton, near Weston-Super-Mare, which 
saw 50 hens leaving for new homes. The 
activists contacted the press office which in 
turn tried to do its job with the media. Alas, the 
farmer wouldn’t admit that the raid had taken 
place and therefore the police unable to 
confirm “the incident” to the media. In an 
attempt to get around this problem the press 
office eventually contacted the police to report 
the telephoned claim from the activist, which 
should have seen the police investigating the 
matter and thus being able to verify it for the 
media coverage. 

Sadly, the press officer was unable to follow up 
the story next day with the media as he spent 
all Monday in cells at Kennington Road police 
station as (allegedly) one of the “Kennington 
13” (see feature elsewhere in this newsletter). 
Sorry to the activists concerned and “well 
done” for saving fifty lives. 

A week earlier, at Ringmer, near Lewes in East 
Sussex, 30 turkeys were rescued and damage 
caused to a number of vehicles. This was a 
very successful raid which received a good 
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amount of coverage. The farmer later claimed 
that 100 turkeys worth £2,000 had been taken. 
Alas, this was not the case so the ALF press 
office, acting in the interests of justice, spoke 
to the farmer’s insurance company in case a 
“mistake” had been made. 

And on 13th December at Halcombe Farm, 
near Newhaven, also in east Sussex, the farmer 
said “good-bye” to 100 battery hens from their 
vile conditions. A number of vehicles, includ- 
ing a vintage sports car, were badly damaged 
as a small token of appreciation from the hens 
for their time spent at the farm. Watch this 
space for further feathered flights to freedom... 


just a couple of hours or so after giving the 
story to BBC Radio, two police officers turned 
up asking to listen to the answer phone 
message and take a copy of the tape. They 
showed little surprise when I explained that 
subsequent messages had already recorded over 
the one in question and so they went away. 

I had to spend the rest of the day out but 
received a call from BBC radio Norfolk 
(Matthew’s home county) later that afternoon 
saying that they had received two calls asking 
if they had covered the story and asking if I 
knew what had happened. Quite surprised that 
their sister station Essex hadn’t even told them 



CONTAMINATION CLAIM CONCEALED 

Getting back very late on Tuesday 21st 
December I found a message on the press 
office answer phone saying that the previous 
night (Monday) a package containing a con- 
taminated Bernard Matthews product (aren’t 
they all contaminated anyway?) had been sent 
to the BBC with a covering letter explaining 
why the contamination had been carried out. A 
further 120 Matthews products had also been 
contaminated and placed in 50 stores through- 
out London and Essex. 

First thing Wednesday morning the press office 
rang BBC Radio Essex newsroom and a 
usually-reliable news agency with the story. 
Although the message had not said which 
products had been contaminated nor identified 
the BBC studio/office the package had been 
sent to I thought it reasonable to assume that a 
BBC radio station could find out quicker then 
me! The telephone remained strangely quiet on 
the subject, the only calls being about the 
Justice Departments current activities. Then, 


I gave them the full story again, including the 
police interest. The story was never carried. 

A number of actions have been suppressed in 
this way and examples have been given in my 
earlier columns. This is an indication of how 
seriously “the authorities” are taking animal 
liberation actions and should encourage rather 
then disappoint through lack of media cover- 
age. 1 know it’s happened, the police know it’s 
happened, you know it’s happened and the 
animal abusers know it’s happened. Whether it 
was a hoax or not I don’t know but you can be 
assured that it will have had an impact. 

GOING UNDERGROUND FOR ANIMAL 
LIBERATION 

Some of you will have received a booklet with 
the above title which contains a chapter “Don’t 
mess with the press” and in a subsequent 
chapter, “Going underground”, questions the 
need for a press officer. 

The opinions expressed in the booklet are the 
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sincerely held views of the writers and are as 
valid as anyone elses. I am sure they were not 
intended, and indeed have not been taken, as 
criticism of me or any other individual. 
Certainly, the introduction clearly states 
’’...neither does (the booklet) claim to represent 
the views of all activists”. 

Press coverage is seen as a bonus by many. The 
booklet claims that there is no evidence that 
news coverage “incites others to take up direct 
action?” but if this is so, why, as regular 
readers will remember did an Inspector ask me 
not to tell the media as “it encourages others”? 

The writers also claim that media coverage is 
nearly always biased against animal liberation 
and used an editorial about the Lucozade 
incident from the Daily Star as an example. 1 
could equally point to press reports on milk 


depots being attacked which could have had 
the headline “Loony libbers attack daily pinta” 
but through being handled by the press office a 
number of newspapers carried the argument 
that the dairy industry is directly responsible 
for the veal trade. Surely that’s a good point to 
get across? 

How far underground do you need to go to 
ignore the media? Both the Animal Rights 
Militia and Hunt Retribution Squad have used 
the ALF Press Office during the past year and 
even the Justice Department (surely the group 
with the greatest need to be “underground”) are 
using the press office and the media. 

At the end of the day it’s all down to the 
individual’s opinion. As Keith Mann once 
wrote in defence of the press office, if an 
activist doesn’t want the press office to speak 
to the media about an action that person has 
carried out then they’ve only got to let me

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know and their wishes will be respected. The 
only thing I would ask in that situation is that 
the caller gives me some proof that they were 
the ones involved... I don’t want the police 
trying to claim they are activist just to stop the 
news coverage! 

DOES THE PRESS OFFICE WRITE 
LETTERS? 

From time to time there are complaints that I 
haven’t replied to letters. Sure, it often takes a 
long while to reply as the same person who 
does the public speaking and radio/TV 
interviews also does the filing, accounts and - 
just occasionally - spends a few hours (or 
more) in police cells. A more sinister reason is 
some post just does not reach its destination. 

Hopefully 1994 will see an improved turn- 
around time in answering letters but, 
meanwhile, if you’ve been waiting for a reply 
for a long time you may never get one because 
the press office may not have received your 
letter! 

The press office exists to provide a service. If 
you haven’t had a reply when you feel you 
should have then please write again saying 
“Hey, Robin, I wrote to you about such- 
and-such on so-and-so date and haven’t had a 
reply. What the hell are you playing at?”. You 
can even ask nicely if you like! But please be 
just a little patient with me. ..thanks. 

HAVING A SMASHING TIME 
WISH YOU WERE HERE 

Just a little bit of news on premises that have 
had new air conditioning systems installed 
recently, and apologies to those who aren’t 
featured. It’s just that so many are done in 
certain areas (West London springs to mind as 
one example) that people like to know that 
other districts are catching up as well! 

Belfast on the night of 4th December saw 
MacDonald’s lose two mirrored windows and 
have its locks glued as part of the wider 
campaign and particularly against local 


competition to see how many burgers could be 
sold in Northern Ireland during a two-hour 
period. The activists also warned the Big Mac 
not to open any more outlets in that region. 

The early hours of 27th November saw 
MacDonald’s of Barrow-in-Fumess, Cumbria, 
short of £1 250-worth of windows during an 
attack by an ALF cell. At the other end of 
Cumbria on 29th December three windows 
were taken out at Boots and MacDonald’s in 
Carlisle. 

The first week of December saw Bedworth, 
Coventry, the scene of a “Big meat give-away” 
handing out 13 tonnes of EC surplus meat 
(dead bodies) in the surrounding villages. The 
organisers, Bedworth and District Volunteer 
Bureau, had three windows of their HQ 
smashed in an attack and then a second attack 
later took out two more. Meanwhile, at nearby 
Spon End an attempt was made to torch Les 
Grant Butchers in Upper York Street. A bag of 
firelighters thrown through a window 
(presumably open?) failed to demolish the 
building. 

Up and down the country windows keep going 
in. Boots, MacDonald’s, butchers shops, 
Ladbrokes and other bookies. Burger King... the 
list seems almost endless. And then, of course, 
there are the paint jobs and glued locks... 

ME A FUR COAT? NQ THANKS! 

Regent Pet Centre in Parkway, Camden Town, 
London, saw activists rescue two chinchillas 
during a daylight raid on Sunday 14th 
November in the latest episode of a series on 
the same shop. In June 1992 the shop’s owner, 
Barry Hales, was fined £675 with £1685 costs 
after pleading guilty to keeping wild animals 
without the appropriate licence. The chinchillas 
are now in good homes as is the case with the 
other creatures which have left there in the 
past, courtesy of the ALF. As an indication of 
their caring nature, a member of staff said 
“How do they justify releasing captive-bred 
rodents into the street?”

A great deal of discussion has taken place over 
the threat posed to sabbing by Michael 
Howard’s proposed new Criminal Justice Bill, 
the intended criminalisation of lawful protest. 
What about the following ideas: 

Northern Ireland is still home to a carted deer 
hunt, the County Down Staghounds, which isn’t 
too popular in its area. To make things worse 
for them, a group of local farmers are opposed 
to hunting and have banded together. As if that 
wasn’t enough, the farmers have taken hints 
from “The French Farmers’ Handbook of 
Action”. 

A few weeks ago before Christmas the County 
Down Staghounds found a road blocked by 
tractors. In front of the vehicles was a line of 
farmers holding shotguns who threatened to 
shoot any hunt member who tried to go 
through. Sad to report, the hunt went away... 


The last edition of this newsletter carried an 
article headed “Fighting the Lies” which was 
about why the Press Office is separate from the 
Supporters Group, why it’s needed and how it 
works. Some of you may have wondered why, 
after over two years of the current press office, 
the article was needed. 

It originally appeared in the “World Day” 
edition of 1992 when the SG was being run by 
a “holding group” after numerous arrests, 
seizure of property and membership lists and 
various other hassles intended to render it 
ineffective. Happily, it managed to keep going 
but it was thought that many members may not 
have received a copy of that particular issue so, 
it was decided to reprint the press office article 
with a few amendments and updates. 

One thing remains desperate and that is the 
need for funds. The press office runs with very 
little capital equipment and even less capital. 
No computer, no word processor, no printers, 
no photocopiers. What is needed, with more 
and more requests for printed information from 
the media is a fax machine, or, more exactly, a 
combined telephone/answer phone/fax machine 
due to shortage of space. This could also help 
those who don’t like to telephone the press 
office in case their voice is recorded. A 
stencilled report could still be intercepted but it 
wouldn’t be identifiable. 

Please, if you can spare any donations in this 
recession that has dragged on and on, send 
what you can afford to help this office be that 
little bit more effective. Remember, it’s the 
voice of the REAL Animal Liberation Front... 
the activists themselves. Thank you in 
anticipation and sorry to have to ask for your 
money. 

SARP AND THE PRESS OFFICE 

Also in the last edition was an article “SARP 
Comments” from “A Belfast Activist” which 
echoed the question from a number of people 
that the last SARP newsletter was contradictory 
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between the “Read it and understand” article 
and the remainder of the content. 

The reason is simple. SARP as a newsletter had 
already effectively ceased but the members/ 
readers had to be told. The first four pages 
were either written or complied by the ALF 
Press Office. The last article was submitted by 
the original SARP ‘91 editors after the 
newsletter had been prepared but, as they had 
always employed a policy of no-censorship, it 
was felt right to include it. 1 do believe we can 
achieve animal liberation, I do believe we can 
win, but we can win that much sooner if 
everyone does a bit more, a bit more often, 
with a bit more determination. 

AND SO ON INTO 1994... 

What will we see? More ALF? More ARM? 
More Justice Department? A backlash from the 
animal abusers? Who knows? All I do know is 
that there is strength in unity. Don't criticise 
those who are prepared to sacrifice that little 
bit more, just remember direct action has 
worked in other liberation struggles... 

1960 the African National Congress was 
banned; 1961 the ANC renounced its policy of 
non-violence; 1964 Nelson Mandela and other 
ANC leaders were sentenced to life for 
sabotage; 1994 Mandela is a free person and 
world-recognised “leader”, apartheid is due to 
end. It shows that direct action does achieve 
results. If it can succeed and is right for one 
struggle then who can say, without being 
speciesist, that it is not right for animal 
liberation? 

The decision clearly rests with each of you as 
individuals, whatever you decide remember 
that this is the ultimate liberation struggle. The 
losers won’t be you, they will be our brothers 
and sisters in laboratories, on farms, in 
circuses, and in all the other hells that our 
species have created for them. Do you really 
want that on your conscience by not doing 
what you can? Each of us can help in our own 
way, let’s just start by making sure that all our 
words about “activists” are ones of 


encouragement rather then condemnation. 

In closing, a special thought for all those who 
are in prison at this time. ..don’t worry, it’s not 
forever and people are carrying on the fight. To 
those out there carrying on that same 
fight... thanks, take care and stay free. And to 
Angie, Keith and John... and Rod over in the 
States , keep on running, you’re doing OK!

Raid 

The following communique from an ALF cell 
operating in Surrey was received in the post 
recently: 

“On the eve of the 5th October 1993 activists 
gained entry into one of M.A.F.F.s holding 
units by by-passing three security fences. The 
research centre, based at Tangley Place, 
Worplesdon, Guildford, Surrey, is only one of 
M.A.F.F.’s many vivisection torture 
institutions. 

Activists broke into and emptied a number of 
holding units housing a wide range of captive, 
wild British birds. Over one hundred birds were 
released back into their natural habitat, 
including snowy, tawny and brown owls. 
Activists also rescued two male foxes which 
had been held captive for over three years in 
small, barren cages. The foxes are currently 
being cared for and will soon be rehabilitated 
back into the wild. 

Unfortunately, activists were disturbed by 
security and consequently had to leave the 
premises. Regrettably some animals, including 
starlings, badgers and other birds had to 
remain. Access into the vivisection laboratory 
was not possible. All the birds and mammals 
are believed to have been captured from the 
wild”. 



There has been a lot of talk from people, and a 
number of letters in magazines such as the SG 
and Arkangel, about the article “Read it and 
understand” and the subsequent closure of the 
SARP newsletter. Almost without exception 
nobody has, in fact, read it and understood. 
Sure, some people have tried to understand and 
some people have partly understood but for the 
most part people have picked out only the 
things that they wanted to and have conse- 
quently missed the entire point of the article. 

On behalf of SARP I would like to explain just 
why there was no alternative but to cease 
publication of the SARP newsletter. But first 
let me state two very significant points that 
people might like to consider before they 
criticise unnecessarily. 

Point one - not every prisoner chose to 
comment on the article but most did. Without 
exception they all agreed with the basic 
message of the article. 

Point two - everyone who was upset by the 
article should bear it in mind that it was only 
aimed at those who were doing NOTHING for 
the cause. Judging by the subsequent reaction 
this must be the overwhelming majority. 

Now for the reason why the SARP newsletter 
ceased publication and, to answer the letter 
from “Belfast activist”, why SARP stated that 


the newsletter had failed rather than was 
failing. 

Firstly it has to be understood that right from 
its formation SARP ‘91 had clear objectives at 
all times. It is not necessary to say here what 
those objectives were but merely to state that 
over the 214 years of our existence those 
objectives were and still are modified and 
changed as the need arises. The newsletter was 
used in a very general way to help achieve 
those objectives. 

Secondly, SARP ‘91 has always been more 
than just a prisoner support group and more 
than a newsletter. Supporting our prisoners has 
always been a most important part of our work 
but certainly not the only part. SARP was, and 
is, an ideal dedicated to achieving TOTAL 
Animal Liberation. Our activities were never 
confined solely to publicising and supporting 
the prisoners and I’m quite sure that many 
people, including the prisoners, understood this. 

As stated in the article in question, the overall 
objective of the newsletter before it closed was 
“to inspire, educate and provoke”. SARP 
believes that the newsletter did indeed fail on 
all three counts, it was not failing, it had failed 
and I’ll explain why. 

SARP has always held fast to the belief that 
Animal Liberation can only be achieved by 
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united effort on all fronts, that means every- 
thing from libations to leaflets, economic 
damage to petitions, organised civil disobedi- 
ence to pickets, etc, etc. But the most vital part 
must always be direct action in whatever form 
and in sufficient quantity to achieve results. 
Without a high enough level of direct action 
then no progress could ever be hoped for and 
we would begin to go backwards rather then 
forwards. This was the message that we always 
tried to put across in the newsletter. 

In the two years that the newsletter was 
published levels of direct action actually fell, 
so no inspiration from us there. No education 
either, everything we said was apparently to no 
avail. No provocation either, total apathy meant 
that almost without exception, no one bothered 
to disagree with our analysis of situations, 
surely we were never that perfect? After two 
years of publication it could only be viewed, in 
our opinion, that the newsletter had indeed 
failed the objectives set for it and that it was 
pointless to continue with it. 

There were two main areas of disagreement 
with the article “read it and understand”. One 
group of people took the time to read it, think 
about it and offer constructive criticism. Unfor- 
tunately the most common reaction was from 
people who were outraged that SARP had 
dared to say these things, i.e. “Who the hell do 
SARP think they are?”. 

Well I’ll answer that now. With only one 
exception, everyone ever involved with SARP 
‘91 from its inception to the present day has 
been to prison for the cause. More than that, 
during the two years that the newsletter was 
produced the original editor was convicted and 
served a prison sentence for alleged Animal 
Liberation activity, another person originally 
connected with SARP narrowly escaped a 
prison sentence for alleged Animal Liberation 
activity and at the present time the author of 
the article in question is currently on bail for 
alleged Animal Liberation activity. So that’s 
SARPs credentials stated, now let's look at our 
main detractors. 


As stated earlier, no prisoner ever criticised the 
article, no person currently active ever did 
either. But people who are known to not be 
active and who certainly never will be chose to 
condemn us for our effrontery in highlighting 
their abject betrayal of the animals. Because, 
make no mistake about it, betrayal is what it is 
when fit, healthy, mentally aware people 
choose to spend their time drinking, taking 
drugs and lazing about while animals suffer 
and die. Of course, everybody needs some 
recreation, no one can be fighting for Animal 
Liberation 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, 
without encountering inevitable mental and 
physical problems. But the people we’re talking 
about here enjoy their recreation so much that 
they really don’t have the time to do anything 
for the animals. 

That is betrayal and those are the people who 
criticised SARP for daring to say it. 

As stated earlier, the article was aimed at 
everybody who is doing nothing for the 
animals. To everybody who was upset by that 
article SARP has only one thing to say - 
GOOD I hope this letter upsets you as well. 
SARP has always welcomed constructive criti- 
cism and always will. What is hard to stomach, 
however, is mealy-mouthed false expressions of 
outrage from the hangers-on in our "move- 
ment”. As stated, SARP has always, with one 
notable exception, been run by activists and 
ex-prisoners and we find it hard to take 
criticism from those who’s main claim to fame 
seems to be the amount of alcohol they can 
consume and their total lack of interest in 
doing anything to help animals. These people 
are indeed guilty of condoning animal abuse if 
their ideas of Animal Liberation involves 
spending their time in a pub condemning those 
who have been to prison for the cause. 

The second group of people, however, are 
worth taking to and I’d like to answer the letter 
from “Belfast activist” who raised some valid 
points. 

Yes, the article was meant to challenge the 
people who do nothing but only in a very 
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limited way and it was not the main intention 
of the article. For too long people have kept a 
nice face on their feelings about what’s right 
and what’s wrong with our fight for Animal 
Liberation. The result has been that the wasters 
and hangers-on have flourished in out midst 
and more and more have joined them. We now 
have the situation where most people think its 
okay to do nothing but leaflet, petition and 
demonstrate, hoping that we’ll somehow win if 
we wait long enough. That is apathy and that is 
indeed self-defeating. SARP believes that this 
situation cannot go on any longer. Let's be 
clear here, the word defeat may be unpalatable 
for those who truly care but it is reality. The 
only way to avoid losing is to fight, fight 
bloody hard and desire victory so much that it 
hurts. Anything less means that we don't win 
and, more importantly, the animals lose. No 
longer can we be nice, no longer reasonable 
and no longer compromise. Hard words need to 
be said to shake people up and take us forward 
once more. 

On the subject of potential activists, is there 
any such thing? I don't know about you but 
I’m an activist because 1 care, no one per- 
suaded me to be one, no one cajoled me into it 
and certainly no one ever asked me to get 
involved. 1 was never a “potential activist”, I 
became an activist the day I realised what was 
being done to the animals and no amount of 
hard words could ever have discouraged me 
from doing what I knew to be right. People use 
many different excuses why they can't be an 
activist and I’m afraid that the words “potential 
activists” amount to just another excuse, i.e. 
they aren’t activists because they don’t care 
enough. 

As regards the Animal Liberation movement 
being dead, I think you may be mixing up 
Animal Liberation and Animal Rights here. 
The “Animal Rights Movement” represents the 
majority of people and is basically an impossi- 
bility. Animal Liberation is fought for by the 
activists in the front line, by the ALF, ARM or 
whatever. I’m quite sure that all activists would 
never regard themselves as “Animal Rights” 
supporters. Unfortunately, the “Animal Rights 


Movement” is strong for the simple reason that 
it is, on its own, only a limited threat. The real 
threat to animal abuse and the state can only 
come from Animal Liberation as fought by the 
activists. But there are only a few activists in 
relation to the overall problem. This was not 
always so, once there were many activists, we 
were winning and the Animal Liberation 
movement existed. 

I do not agree that the article did, or indeed 
ever could “inspire confidence in the enemy”. 
Animal Liberation is a very real threat to them 
even at the reduced level it is now fought at. 
Certainly we inflict very little real damage to 
them as we now are but we did once when we 
were many and we still do when we enjoy brief 
upturns in activity. But mainly they know that 
Animal Liberation is an issue of such emotive 
power that it can inspire people to do the 
impossible and fight back against all odds. 
With relatively few activists at this time we 
still inflict damage and losses on them out of 
all proportion to our numbers. Potentially we 
can achieve anything and destroy them for ever 
and they know it. No words spoken or written 
by their own propagandists or by our own side 
can ever inspire confidence in them in the way 
you mean it. They will never rest easy at any 
problems we may have but will always fear us 
and our potential to rise up again. 

Finally, another misunderstanding. As stated in 
the final SARP newsletter, "...the newsletter 
may be dead but the ideal of SARP will live 
on". This means exactly what it says. SARP 
has never given up and never will. The 
newsletter closed down but SARP did not and 
can still be contacted at P.O. Box 96 North- 
ampton.

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I would like to make a few points about 
supporting Animal Liberation activists and 
answer some issues raised by Sue Vice in her 
letter in the Autumn ‘93 newsletter. I was 
saddened to read that Sue considered re- 
directing her money and support, simply be- 
cause she disagreed with one person’s article in 
the newsletter. No two people in this movement 
have exactly the same views and many of us 
have great disagreements. When I read the 
newsletter there are always opinions I see 
which I don’t hold myself. That does not mean 
that I will withdraw my support, as this would 
DIRECTLY lead to exactly the sort of frag- 
mentation that Sue Vice wishes didn’t exist 
within the movement. 

Apart from the theoretical impact of withdraw- 
ing support, it is the prisoners who will suffer 
at the end of the day. (Despite it’s '‘right on"' 
credentials within the movement the Supporters 
Group exists for a very REAL purpose!) I am 
one of those prisoners and I can say that 
without the support I receive, my time would 
be immensely more difficult to cope with. I can 
truthfully state that I have considerably more 
support than all the other prisoners I have come 
across, both now and when I was on remand. 
At this time of writing 1 was sentenced eight 
weeks ago and so far I have received over 180 
letters from over 120 people and groups, which 
as far as 1 am concerned, has provided a great 
boost in morale. It proves a good point to the 
authorities as well; the actions they think are 
attributable to a “fanatical minority” are in 
actuality supported by a large number of people 
covering a large cross-section of society! 

There is also the financial support I receive 
from the SG, which means I don’t have to 
burden my friends and family still further, who 
would not be able to sustain these demands. 
The money the SG sends me enables me to buy 
phonecards regularly and toiletries (soap, deo- 




dorant etc), without which 1 
would be quite a bit more 
lonely and smelly! Besides, 
my 30 hour a week job 
sewing prison aprons for 
wages of about three 
pounds does not go far!

The SG exists to support activists who have 
given up their freedom in the tight for Animal 
Liberation and if support was taken from the 
SG it would mean a harder time for those 
inside. I urge everyone to please continue to 
support the SG, or to consider joining if they 
are not members already. 


For those of you reading this who have not 
written to a prisoner before - don’t be afraid! 1 
am pleased just to receive a simple message 
but I am glad to hear about anything, as it is all 
a distraction from prison life! 

I would like to thank all those people who have 
been running around after all of us who got 
sent down at Manchester, sorting out things 
from animals to lifts for visits: words could not 
describe how grateful we are for all the time 
and effort you have put in for us! NICE ONE! 
Lastly, if you have written to me and have not 
received a reply. I’m afraid I’ve fallen behind 
with all the mail that is swamping me but I’m 
attempting to catch up. Keep up the good work 
everyone and let’s hope that 1994 is filled with 
major events and good news!

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Tell it, as it is. 


The article written by Sue Vice, on behalf of 
Sheffield Animal Rights Group and in defence 
of two police informers, was an absolute 
disgrace. How dare they try to blackmail the 
Supporters Group by threatening to withhold 
donations from animal rights prisoners. The 
article was also very hypocriticafbecause it 
failed to mention that the two grasses, Kevin 
Baldwin and Ian Oxley are members of 
Sheffield Animal Rights and personal friends of 
Sue Vice. 

It is wrong to describe Neil Mclvor’s article as 
merely a personal attack. Neil was a defendant 
in the Sheffield trial and his arrest, detention 
and almost a year on bail were solely due to 
information provided to the police by Baldwin 
and Oxley. As such, he not only has a right, but 
a duty to expose these people, to warn other 
activists to be wary of them. If they continue to 
deny and cover up their past crimes, then Neil 
has no other option. After all.they don't have 
the words ‘police informer' tattooed on their 
foreheads and in the past, several activists have 
been imprisoned after being grassed up by 
former colleagues who have turned informer on 
previous occasions. 

It is possible that Sue Vice and other members 
of the Sheffield group have been taken in by 
the denials and cover-ups of Baldwin and 
Oxley, but one look at the evidence in their 
case or a talk with the other people involved 
would soon dispel any doubts. The information 
given by these people lead to sentences ranging 
from 4 to 10 years for some very courageous 
activists and set the movement back a very 
long time. If however. Sue Vice and other 
Sheffield group people are happy to have these 
people as friends and/or colleagues, then it is 
their lookout. Thanks to Neil Mclvor, you can’t 
say you haven’t been warned. 

One last point. If those in the Sheffield group 


do withdraw help from animal rights prisoners, 
the rest of us might have to work a tiny bit 
harder, but it won’t be the first time that certain 
members of this group have kicked animal- 
rights campaigners when they are down.

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Kommotion 


Early in the morning of Monday 22nd 
November a group of people gathered at the 
entrance of Lambeth North tube station in 
London. Before the morning chill dispersed 
and workers began to arrive at their offices 
they set off down Kennington Road to the 
headquarters of the British Field Sports 
Society (B.F.S.S. or Bloody Fiends and Sick 
Sadists) which is strategically placed next 
door to a police station. They then waited for 
staff to arrive... 

First was a young female employee who 
paused before punching a security number 
into the main lock to take a request from a 
student for leaflets to help them with a 
project. Returning a few minutes later with 
the literature she closed the door again 
swiftly. Next to arrive was John Roll- 
Pickering, Director of Recruitment, who 
punched in the security code, went in, closed 
the door behind him, opened it again to look 
back out at the group standing around and 
was suddenly joined by thirteen other 
individuals who wanted to go in with him. 

Rushing up to the first-floor suite of offices 
Roll-Pickering was asked to leave the 
premises but declined. The door to the suite 
was then barricaded with filing cabinets, a 
photocopier and other office equipment. Files 
were then investigated and a new “floor- 
filing-system” introduced. The media were 
alerted by mobile ‘phone. 


Meanwhile, six other demonstrators, one 
dressed as a fox, were outside the offices where 
they spent the rest of the day for the benefit of 
newspapers, radio and TV, not to mention the 
BFSS staff themselves. 

By this time the female member of staff had 
gone next door to the police station to raise the 
alarm and get Michael Howard to rush through 
new legislation at once. “The antis are here! 
The antis are here!! Help! Help!!” (or, no 
doubt, words to that effect). 

Back at the BFSS the activists heard gentle 
voices of Metropolitan police officers asking if 
they were coming out. Hoping that they would 
be able to help them practise their hard-learned 
negotiating techniques the “antis” waited... but 
not for long! Sledgehammers were to be 
preferred to reason. Doing the filing cabinets 
and photocopier little good in the intervening 
period, the sturdy door finally transformed 
itself into a pile of sawdust and green paint 
flakes. 

At this solemn point two officers leapt into the 
room, knocking their third colleague over and 
causing him to cut the top off one of his 
fingers. First one into the room maintained his 
balance if not his dignity and shouted “Right, 
you’re all going away for a long time for this”. 
The thirteen were arrested and, despite seeing 
two riot vans and a mobile cell unit outside, 
were taken next door to wait inside for

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processing. 

The original reasons for arrest were suspicion 
of false imprisonment (until Roll-Pickering 
admitted he’d been asked to leave) and 
criminal damage (caused by the Met’s 
sledgehammer unit). The rest of the day was 
spent in the cells with, strangely, the heating 
system in that area broken down but warm and 
cosy in all other areas including the interview 
rooms. Vegan lunch included fish and chips! 

All this created much confusion in the police 
station itself which would appear to be 
normally a quiet place. By 7.00pm that day 
only two other arrested people had been 
brought in, one of those from another 
station. ..much to the disgust of the custody 
sergeant who thought they had already earned 
performance-related benefits! 

Comments about the occupation included ”It 
was well barricaded, three of us had to take it 


in turns as our arms were aching” (the 
sledgehammer unit)... "The league was not 
involved in any way, and we deplore such 
provocative activities" (John Bryant LACS, 
letter to Daily Telegraph)... "It is the continued 
killing of wild creatures for fun that is 
provocative, not non-violent protest such as the 
incident deplored by Mr Bryant" (Robin Webb, 
letter to Daily Telegraph).. ."I feed two foxes 
that come into my garden" (custody 
sergeant). .."We’ve never had so much 
paperwork!" (one of the suddenly-overworked 
custody officers). 

The last of the “13” were released on police 
bail at about 7.00pm at which time the 
demonstration outside the BFSS HQ ended. 

On 10th January all 13 were charged with 
Section 5 of the Public Order Act, and told to 
appear at Horseferry Magistrates on the 15th 
February.

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A few Comments 


If you have space in the next issue of the SG 
can I raise a few points. 

The ‘Living without Backstabbing’ article con- 
tinues to say Animal Aid this, BUAV that. It is 
only a tiny number of people in Animal Aid, 
BUAV, etc, who stab activists in the back by 
attacking them in the media. Many members of 
these organisations are SG supporters and, as 
many will know, a significant number of staff 
are sympathetic. 

Should we not get into the habit of simply 
using Mark Gold’s name, Steve Mclvor’s name 
etc? We have absolute proof of their dirty 
deeds so we should use their names, not just 
the name of the organisation. It is important for 
everyone, particularly the constant stream of 
new people, to understand it is not those 
organisations that are against the activists but a 
handful of people in well paid jobs who are, for 
the most part, beyond hope. Their careers will, 
9 times out of 10, come first (salaries of 
£16-30,000 are the priority). 

The Band of Mercy discussion paper is a sad 
one. The writers and the response from G.L. 
Night all miss the point. While there is still a 
lot of room for the education side of our work, 
the vast majority of the public are already 
aware of what the difference is between say a 
battery egg and a free range egg etc, and still 
choose the battery egg in a majority of cases 
(not forgetting that in a lot of free range egg 
production the young males are killed). The 
question has been asked many times in the past 
- when will M.P.’s ban factory farming?, and 
there is no credible response. Now the question 
is being asked, when will the public turn away 
from eating sentient creatures?. No credible 
response is forthcoming and so no number of 
animals that will be slaughtered and consumed 
in the meantime can be given. Factory farms. 


vivisectors, hunters etc are a very small number 
of the human animals in this country. 

The question is - are we ready to disregard 
what most selfish people in society think and 
go for the abusers? 

Apart from the occasional emotional outcry and 
paying their conscience money (donations/ 
displaying stickers in their cars etc) can we 
actually rely on the public to change? On the 
other hand, do the people discussing the merits 
of dealing with the abusers think such a 
campaign could be sustained? 

In Reading the Signs’ Davey raises a valid 
point about informers, who come in a variety 
of categories. The police ones will be those 
who have been caught and a deal done for 
lesser charges in exchange for information, and, 
increasingly, young officers, male or female, 
are being set up in flats and directed against so 
called organised crime, there could be one or 
two in the animal movement. There will be 
people working for the vivisection industry 
(possibly the meat and pro hunting lobby). 
Their role is quite different. While they report 
any information on the activists to their 
employers who may pass it onto the police 
their job ( and it is a job) is two fold. On the 
one hand they will provide a constant stream of 
high grade intelligence on numbers of new 
people joining per year, financial strengths and 
weaknesses etc, and where possible use their 
influence campaigns/arguments designed to 
prevent a unified approach by the movement. 

It should be said that Davey is possibly only 
half right when saying the case collapsed to 
protect an informer. The police have a phrase 
in connection with what are called high profile 
criminals, they ‘sit on them’. This involves as 
much technical as physical surveillance. It is 
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the case that there are a small number of 
individuals who have a very good idea of what 
is happening in the movement around the 
country. Some of them are activists, some are 
not.The conversations between them and their 
friends boyfriends/girlfriends would provide the 
highest grade intelligence over a period of 
whatever time. 

I’m sure the police would allow one case to 
drop to protect such a valuable source whether 
the participant was an unwilling or willing 
individual. 

Dave concludes by saying Met me make it 
abundantly clear that at no time should ideas, 
actions or suspicions about possible activists be 
discussed openly or with anyone who doesn’t 
need to know'. Suspicions about possible 
activists should never be discussed at all. 1 
know of one high profile activist during a 
gossip session in his flat put forward names 
while speculating about who had planted 
incendiary devices in the locality. 

Is there anyone who could make and sell a 
badge - GOSSIP JAILS ACTIVISTS. 

The old saying ‘crime doesn't pay’ isn’t true. 
For those groups of friends or families that are 
successful they have a few things in common. 
They live a low profile life style, it would 
never pass their mind to gossip; messages are 
written down on a piece of paper and then 
destroyed, it's a back entrance from the house 
when there's something to attend to and they 
never use their own cars for anything. While it 
is well known that activists often use hire cars 
and friends or relatives cars, for some reason 
the movement fails, for the most part, to realise 
the value of the environmentally friendly 
bicycle. The ARNI profile concerning dietary 
deficiency is incorrect, we do have the stamina 
to pedal several miles at a time 

Both informers of the police/drugs/farming 
industry and technical surveillance can be 
avoided by the high profile activist with care. 
New people need not worry but being aware is 
helpful in the long run. 


‘Whispering Grasses’ raised the important point 
of being both security conscious yet not 
paranoid to the extent that it prevents activities. 
Neil did fall down badly by making a clear 
accusation about the use of the video camera 
filming the press office stall, you simply cannot 
make such a clear accusation about someone 
without absolute proof. However personally 
aggrieved we may feel, we have to deal with 
all matters in a tactical way bearing in mind 
what is best for the movement as a whole. 

For the two people named in the article we 
have to, on this occasion, and every other, look 
at what is required for the movement. In this 
way we have to say that the two people named 
did wrong. It can also be said that they have 
every right to continue in the movement to help 
the animals. They have to say they were wrong 
and will hopefully in their own way do as 
much good work as is possible. For people who 
have given information the only way to deal 
with it is to put up your hand and say you did 
wrong and get on with it. One should not allow 
their ego/pride to push them in the direction of 
trying to off-load the blame by pointing the 
finger at other however intensely they may 
dislike them or their methods. 

Neil should accept that the naming of people is 
the way of dealing with the situation. Overall 
the unity of the movement, whatever problems 
face us internally, have to be dealt with in a 
positive manner, internally. One of the funda- 
mental aims of those opposing us is to attempt 
to create splits. The most important point of all 
concerning people breaking down/being tricked 
into giving police information, is covered by a 
comment made in Nancy Phipps’ article ‘We 
have right on our side’. The whole reason for 
putting people in a cell before questioning, 
throwing in comments/information gleaned 
from technical surveillance is to both disorien- 
tate you and cause trouble between people to 
get someone talking. Throughout the world 
freedom fighters are taught a fundamental 
lesson in relating to interrogation. The one 
thing that brings you through the interrogation 
process, and it is a process, is the knowledge 
that you are in the right. This knowledge will 
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sustain you through the tactics that are used, 
the isolation you are made to feel in a cell, the 
anger/panic of the extent of the information 
they have. 

Important lessons have been learnt since Shef- 
field i.e. it is now common knowledge that the 
video cameras in stores are on record all day, 
primarily for the well organised groups of shop 
lifters who travel around the country and have 
taken to wearing disguises to continue making 
a profitable living. The Press Office description 
of a voice sounding like a Dalek, we all know 
the activists are using childrens’ toys that 
change your voice when ringing the media. 
Again, after Sheffield there was the story that 
the SG money that passed through the accounts 
of two people was their wages, a clear attempt 
to discredit the two people and get the people 
that donate money to stop. His newspaper 
report no doubt originated from the police. In 
the Cardiff case, officers leaving one house 
visited by them said that they had raided the 
house because someone ’high up in the ALF 
had given them the address’. So you can see 
what they will try on. 

Neil in another piece mentions sonic booms the 
police can use to listen to your conversation at 
a distance. One looks like an ordinary walkman 
music unit with headphones for use outdoors, 
no idea what the other looks like but it can also 
be used indoors, eg pubs, you can buy these 
things for as little as £20. 

The news of NAVS blocking SARP’s attempt 
to have a spokesperson at World Day, or even 
just a statement on behalf of the activists in 
prison read out was appalling. NAVS, BUAV 
and other national organisations have over the 
years lapped up the documents and photo- 
graphs/video film obtained by the activists. 
Whatever the priorities of World Day a 
spokesperson should have been able to say a 
few words or have a statement read out. This 
incident should not be left as it is, everyone 
reading this should telephone NAVS today 
(081 846 9777) and demand they allow time 
for a spokesperson next year. A great many 
people read the SG, don’t leave it to the others. 


you ring NAVS TODAY. It’s about time we 
moved to put a stop to this nonsense (though 
don’t be abusive, that would be counter 
productive). 

While we are at it, 1 and other supporters/ 
sympathizers would like to see any press 
cuttings containing quotes from people who 
work for the BUAV, Animal Aid,etc, attacking 
activists reproduced in the SG. It would be 
pointless for people to ring them up and be 
nasty, however strongly we feel about such 
traitors, but the grass roots should be kept 
informed. 

Finally Sheena’s letter following the last SARP 
newsletter T don’t think it’s fair to attack 
people because they haven’t got the courage, 
opportunity or connections to enter a place of 
animal abuse'. 

Courage comes with confidence, confidence 
comes with practice. Opportunity, there are 
opportunities all around us. Connections, we 
only need ourselves. It really is as simple as 
that. A very few people because of age 
disability may be exempt but for the rest of us, 
it really is as simple as that. 

We come across factory farms where you can 
look through an air duct, push a door ajar to 
see etc, it is tempting at this point to give some 
details of other methods of entry but that would 
move beyond the boundaries of discussion and 
land the SG in trouble. 

My approach, and that of the small group of 
friends I work with, developed from reading 
‘Interviews with ALF Activists’. It didn’t 
happen overnight, but in time we adopted both 
a new attitude and with it new habits that have 
served us and the animals well. We don’t have 
the connections for homing large numbers of 
animals, our sights are set as low as two 
animals if a friend or relative has a good home 
to share with them, not newsworthy, hardly 
noticed, but a continuous stream of lives being 
saved. 

There was once a network of people who 
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liberated slaves from the southern states of the 
USA up into Canada where they would then 
live with sympathizers of the network. Today, 
generally speaking, we no longer have slavery. 
Animal Liberation could become a reality if 
people stopped treating the movement as a 
hobby and the part timers stopped flitting about 
and took on the responsibility of a campaign or 
type of activity (not temporarily attaching 
themselves). Animal Liberation can become a 
reality if our network wants it badly enough. It 
really is as simple as that.

Several years ago myself and a friend were 
arrested on a criminal damage charge relating 
to animal rights. There were just two of us 
nicked but there were about six or seven 
involved in the action. It was the first time I’d 
been arrested and also 1 think the first time for 
the other person. We both knew we had a right 
of silence but thought that this would look bad 
and would be an admission to guilt (this is 
wrong of course). Whilst we were being taken 
to the cop shop we managed to make up some 
bullshit as to what we were doing and who the 
other people that the police and witness had 
seen were. Both of us gave statements but both 
of us denied the other people had anything to 
do with us. It was only afterwards when an 
experienced activist came to see us that we 
were told that saying nothing would have been 
better. We were found guilty of the charges 
against us but at least no one else was dragged 
into it. The point I'm trying to make is that I 
understand fully how scary your first time in a 
cop shop is and how making a statement is 
seen as the best bet but believe me it isn't. I 
was again arrested months after and though 
under a lot of pressure to talk i.e. the cops were 
pushing me up against a wall and taking 
photos, bullshitting me about how much time I 
was going to do etc. I said nothing at all and I 
walked as did the other people involved. It 
can't be said enough that saying nothing and 
keeping it shut are your best bet. If you do get 
a kicking, well pain and bruises will go away, 
whereas if you grass the pain is for life! 
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That's a good question. What’s really wrong 
with the Swedish Animal Liberation Front 
DJURENS BEFRIELSE FRONT (DBF)? 
Lately several letters have arrived at the DBF 
wondering why there aren't any reports about 
successful direct actions. The answer is easy - 
there hasn’t been any. 

Less and less people have been interested in 
taking part in the DBF’s work. Money, cars and 
homes for rescued animals have been a 
problem for a long time now. Is the DBF dead? 
The answer in NO, not as long as Lm around 
and I’m trying to get things to move but it isn’t 
easy since I’m on my own now. 

You might wonder how this could happen. In 
the UK, Canada and the USA there are ALF 
groups working. Well, Swedish people are 
different. Here people couldn’t care less about 
animals. Here people don’t want to take any 
risks at all. People just want to be safe. 

Until the DBF is back in business I’ll conduct 
various campaigns and/or take part in other 
(legal/illegal) groups’ campaigns. As usual I 
conduct investigations and write articles about 
animal rights and of course all animal rights 
prisoners get letters and postcards. I wish I 
could do more, but a one-man-DBF is not 
effective. The only excuse I have for not being 
able to do more is that I’ve suffered and 
struggled with poor health lately - that is not a 
very good excuse because one should go on 
fighting any way until the very last breath. It’s 
really tearing me apart not to be able to work 
the night shift. The DBF has been different 
from the ALF in the UK; here the Press Officer 
takes part in various actions (make a note about 
that, ARNI). 


I wish it was possible to “import” some of your 
animal rights activists so we could start all over 
again. Many years have passed since the DBF 
was formed in early 1985 and during this time 
I’ve come to get to know many activists, 
mainly in the UK but also in USA and Canada 
and 1 must say you are made of the right stuff 
and I have great respect for you all. Every time 
you manage to carry out a successful action 
you perform a miracle, yes you do. I know how 
much hard work there is behind every success- 
ful direct action. 

I wish every animal rights prisoner a better 
1994. I wish all active activists success and 
safety and I wish freedom to you who couldn’t 
cope with being imprisoned any more. Most of 
all I wish a better year for all animals all over 
the world.
